great surprise, he wheeled directly round 
after receiving the sword thrust, and de- 
liberately fell in the middle of the scene, 
just on the spot where I was in the h»bit 
of dying. Well, as a dead man cannot 
move himself, and as there was no time 
for others to do it.the king's body remain- 
ed in possession of my place, and I was 
forced to find another situation, v Inch I 
did, and finished the [scene in the best 
way I could. 
"When I expostulated with his Maj- 


esty for the liberty he had taken, he cool- 
ly replied : 'Mr. Macready we Western 
people know nothing abont kings, ex- 
cept that they have an odd trick of do 
ing as they please; therefore as I 
thought I was a King, I had a right to 
die wherever I 
pleased; and so, sir 


I fell back upon my kingly rights, from 
which yon perceive, sir, there is no ap- 
peal.' I retired," said Mr. Macready, 
"to my dressing-room to have a hearty 
laugh over what I felt more like crying 
over a moment before."

After about 250 people had satisfied 


their hunger at the barbecue table, and 
the managers'of the "gorgeous fat wo- 
man" shows and the peanut venders had 
ceased their racket, something less than 
1,000 people occupied seats in the amphi- 
theatre, and waited for the barbecue 
speeches to be delivered. Meantime the 
Decatur Band rendered a number of ex- 
cellent selections, and the president of 
the county board, John R. Miller, Hon. J. 
R. Scott, president of the state board of 
agriculture, Ex-Gov. Oglesby, Jason Rog- 
ers, Esq., Dr. J. H. Axton, John Y. Bra- 
den, Dr. H. C. Johns and Father Eyman 
took seats on a dray in front of the grand 
stand. 


Without any unnecessary delay, Hon. J. B. 


Scott, of Champaign, who has represented the 
Fourteenth congressional district on the state 
board of agriculture for the paat ten years, 
was Introduced. He apologized for not having 
a suitable address prepared for the occasion, 
but said he waa glad to meet with the people 
and give encouragement so far as was In his 
power to the annual fair. After referring to 
the many benefits of a well-conducted county 
fair, and uttering words of the highest praise 
for Illinois as the loading agricultural state In 
the world, the speaker stated that wherever 
there was Intelligence, enterprise and good 
soil, there would be found the wealth ol the 
world. Mr. Scott spoke for ten minutes. 


Ex-Gov. Oglesby, whose appearance was 


greeted with pleasurable [manifestations, was 
next Introduced. He took his text from the 
closing remark of Mr. Scott, and enlarged up- 
on it. He declared that wherever there was 
rich soil and intelligence and enterprise com- 
bln«d, there should be nothing but happiness 
and universal prosperity; and such 18 the con- 
dition of things the world over. He spoke of 
the famed fertility of Illinois soil, of the gen- 
eral prosperity of our farming community, of 
the many attractive features of farm life, etc. 
There were many old farmers within hearing 
of the governor, and he took occasion to state 
that they were too old and wise to be flattered 
and he was too old to indulge in words of that 
kind: but, he declared, we are proud of our 
•tate, our Intelligence, our thrift, our enter- 
prise and our happy homos, where pence and 
contentment relgu. Next the speaker brielly 
referred to the educational advantages of the 
different countries of Europe. In America, he 
said, where every man is permitted to enter- 
tain political notions of his own, and spit them 
out when he pleases,—where every woman's 
tongue la allowed to wagjit will from sunrise 
to sundown, where there arc free schools, free 
speech and a free press—and no oppression of 
weman or man-in this favored country It Is 
almost impossible to and a fool. We are all 
free to say what we please, and we are all 
happy, and should be, and are contented. The 
governor next commented on the rich soil of 
Macon county, and spoke of the present and 
future value of the same. He could remember 
when itoould bp bought for J1.25 per acre, but 
now ho held that every acre was worth $75, 
and predicted that tho younger nion within 
hearing would live to see well Improved land 
in Central Illinois worth JIM per aero, and 
that farmers will realize $0 p«r anuum on every 
aqre of land Ihey possess. The governor here 
mado it few characteristic allusions to the 
many attractions of a county fair, and just 
then the thumping of a drum, the rattle ot 
bones and beating of a tamborlne reached the 
ears of thalistener?. The speaker said he had 
often entered the arena at fairs against the 
gorgeous fat woman and the funny monkey, 
and somehow o» other thp flit woman and tho 
monkey always took the crowd. This raised a 
big laugh. The governor spoko for 45 minutes 
and concluded his entertaining and Instructive
